Tho Czar alighted uuhurt, but a 
second bomb exploded at his feet, shattering 
both legs below the kuee and inflicting other 
terrible injuries. The Czar was inimediate- 
ly conveyed in an unconscious state to tho 
Winter Pnltico, where he died at 4.30 o'clock 
this afternoon.

the Israelites were censured. Ho snid there 
wns nn increasing distaste to Gospel touch- 
ing, a growing dissatisfaction for homely 
truths, nnd n shrinking from tho verities of 
tho Christian religion.
